Hasegawa, JP 02259954, teaches a frequency-measuring instrument that can 
determine variable frequencies and compare it to predetermined frequencies in order to 
update a recovery time setup register to an appropriate clock frequency. 

Hideo, JP 2000-285071, teaches calculating timing information for a interface 
signal based on clock frequency information. 

The prior art of record do not teach or suggest individually or in combination 
setting a time period based on a second clock frequency replacing said time period 
based on said first clock frequency if said time period is not found to meet said time 
designated by said time parameter upon comparison.
